A LADY'S BAGGAGE. 


T 10 Baeeoice Clico.lt and wonie Uni-r 


Ilin'H t.o IjHfly Trav^lerM 


Lady travelers are often anxious anc 


perplexed about their baggage. 
Some- 


times they suffer very serious inconve 
nienee. Not long ago New York papers 
had a pitiful story of a young lady who 
came from the country in company 
with friends. She packed all her money 
in her trunk, thinking that safest, anc 
the gentleman of the party carried the 
baggage cheeks of all. This, by the 
way, is not the best course. 
A gentle 


man escorting a lady in travel shouk: 
give the check for her trunk to her an< 
she should have her own ticket, at least 
if at any time she remains alone in tlio 
cai-s. 
For want of such caution, whei 


the party in the story, late at night 
reached the depot, and became by acci- 
dent separated, the young lady had no 
money. 
It was in her trunk and she 


could not get her trunk. Her escort 
had the check. She did not know to 
what hotel her friends meant to go, am 
. she had no acquaintances in tlie city. A 


policeman found her at midnight wan- 
dering forlorn and helpless. 
All he 


could do for her was to conduct, her to 
the st-\tion-house, where she passed the 
night in such accommodations as arc 
provided for tramps and vagrants. A 
lady should know what it is right to do 
about baggage, and she should carry 
h«r own check. 


What to carry in one's trunk is a 


question which need not trouble ladies 
much; they are not likely to want to 
caiTy anything objectionable. Men want 
all sorts of things; and there have been 
a good many lawsuits over such things 
as pistols, 
sky-rockets, samples 
ol 


dry goods; acids, rattlesnakes, -ma- 
sonic regalia or manuscripts of books 
in men s trunks. 
In 
Boston, last 
summei, a city expressman beo-an drao-. 
gmg a trunk out of the bago-no-e-room 
to his wagon, when it burst into a thou- 
sand pieces, threw the expressman 
twenty feet into the air, and blew a 
small boy, who was passing, quite 
across the street. 
There was nothino- 


left of the trunk but trivial fragments! 
No doubt this was a gentleman's trunk. 
A lady is not likely to want to 
pack 
gunpowder or nitro-glycerine. 
fane might, to be sure, carry ink, or 
hair-oil or summer preserves; and if the 
bottles should be carelessly packed, and 
break and the liquids ooze out and injure 
the neighboring baggage, fault might be 
foond. But generally speaking, her 
right is to carry whatever ladies in her 
station in life are accustomed to want 
with them for use upon such journeys. 
Some of the railroads and steamboats 
have roles that they will not be answer- 
able for more than, say, one hundred 
pounds in weight or one hundred dol- 
lars in value; but these rules do not hin- 
der her carrying: more, but only require 
her to pay extra fare or run the risk. 
If she is a queen, she may carry what 
queens generally use; if she is an emi- 
grant woman she may carry what emi- 
grants need. If she is going to San 
Francisco or New Orleans she needs 
more things than in going to Philadel- 
phia or Bos ton and she may pack accord- 
mgly. 


There was a Russian countess who 


started from home to travel through Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa and finally America- 
arid when, at length, she reached this 
country, she brought six trunks—com- 
mon looking ones they were and pretty 
well worn; but in them were packed in 
great variety, 
elegant 
and 
costly 


dresses, rich jewelry and very valuable 
laces. From New York she started for 
Niagara Falls, lueaniraf t«- crO from 
theiace to Chicago, San Francisco, New 
Orleans, Havana and even Rio Janeiro 
But for the trip to Niagara she carried 
only two of her trunks; in one of them 
however, were packed the chief quanti- 
ty of her laces; they were ancient unique 
and beautiful and valued by her at $200 - 
000. 
Between Albany and Niagara this 


trunk was broken open and more than 
200 yards of lace stolen. 
She sued the 


company. 
They argued that she had 


no business to be carrying such valuable 
property about the country in common- 
looking trunks, with nothing to inform 
their baggagemen what measure of care 
was needed. 
But the court said that it 


was not a lady's place logo about tell- 
ing; what a magnificent wardrobe sha 
had; it was.the company's place to ask 
« they had any need to know. If she 
had practiced any concealment, or if 
she had been asked by the ba£o-ao-e- 
master and had answered falsefy^or 
had refused to pay for extra ba^ao-e 
the company would have a good ddtenle; 
but as they neglected to ask they must 
pay. And she recovered §10,000. 


There was once a trunk lost on a rail- 


road journey and the company said that 
they supposed they must pay for all of 
the contents except an opera glass; but 
that, they contended, was not baggage ! 


The judge said that if the passenger 
wanted to use it on the trip they must 
pay. 
Needing tlie thing on the journey 


is the main point. 
A woman who emi- 


grated from Ireland by steamer brought 
a ieaLher bed of her own -with her, and 
it was lost on the way; the men proba- 
bly dropped it overboard. 
She sued 


for the worth of it. 
The judge asked if 


she meant to sleep upon it on tlie voy- 
age. 
She said no; she was carrying "it 


to use when she began housekeeping in 
America. 
Then, he said, it was not 


\awful baggage. 


If a lady gives her baggage to the 


baggage-master to be placed in the crate 
or baggage-car, she, almost every- 
where! receives a little mntal check. 
Every one knows that a baggage chock 
is an insignilicaut thing to look at. But 
it is an important thing. 
Giving her a 


check relieves her of all care and re- 
sponsibility about her things for the 
whole trip the check covers; yes, even 
if there arc half a dozen railroad com- 
panies connecting in the journey. If 
any injury happens to the baggage on 
the way the companies must pay, un- 
less there was some very extraordinary 
cause for it, such as docs not happen 
once in ten years. 
And if slie loses her 


check slip runs the risk that whoever 
picks it up may go and get the trunk 
and make way wilh it. The Baggage- 
master would saj-, "The man had the 
chock," and she would get no redress; 
unless, perhaps, she could prove that 
for some reason he knew that the finder 
of the check had no right. 
One ought 


to take just as much care of the check 
as of one's money or watch. 


The rule about care of baggage 


"Quangos when the train or steamboat 
has fairly reached it« destination. 
All 


that the company is bound to do is to 
cany the things to the end o£ the 
trip and there 
deliver them 
back 
to the 
passenger or person 
who 


presents the cheek. The lady should 
not 
depart 
leaving 
her 
trunks 


in the depot without understanding that 
they are kept there as matter of favor 
and at her risk. Her duty is, when the 
end of the journey is reached, to take 
her baggage, or send ahackman to take 
it and carry it away. If for her con- 
venience slie leaves it in tlie baggage- 
room for a fc\v (lays until she becomes 
settled, she should remember that if it 
is accidentally injured or lost the com- 
pany will probably not be chargeable. 
There was a lady who arrived from 
Rochester at Palmyra, and asked the 
baggage-master to keep one of her 
trunks for a fortnight. He told her 
that if she would surrender her check 
to him slie might leave the trunk in the 
baggage-room anil it would be perfectly 
safe. 
She gave him the chock and de- 


parted. In a fortnight she came for her 
trunk but it was gone; another woman, 
who had in some way learned the cir- 
cumstances, hail come and claimed the 
trunk,'and it had been given to her up- 
on the supposition that she was the 
owner. In truth she was a thief. There 
was a long lawsuit. The lady passenger 
won in the end, but it, was after a great 
deal of delay, trouble and expense.— 
licnjtimin Vaiiijhrtn Abbott, in (,'liri.itian 
Union.

Tlie house, which was begun to be ex- 


cavated at the; celebration of the centen- 
ary of Pompeii, anil is therefore callei 
'' Casa del Ceiitcn;u-io," anil from whiel 
I saw three skeletons dug out, says the 
Naples correspondent of' the London 
Daily A'cit:,*, has proved to be the larn- 
hitherto discovered, and is of peculiar 
interest. 
It contains two atria, two 


trichnia.four alae or wings, a calidarium 
frigidarium and tepidarium. It occu- 
pies the entire space between three 
streets and most likely a fourth, which 
has yet to be excavated. The vestibule 
is elegantly decorated, and its mosaic 
pavement ornamented with the fio-iiro 
of a dolphin pursued by a sea-horse! In 
the first atrium, the walls of which are 
adorned with small theatrical scenes 
the pavement is sunk and broken as if 
by an earthquake, and there is a laro- 
hole through which one sees the cellar. 
The second atrium is very spacious, 
With a handsome peristyle, the columns 
—white and stucco-—being twenty-six 
in number. 
In the center is a lar<'o 


marble basin within the ed"-c of which 
runs a narrow step. 
On the pedestal 


at one side was found the statuette of 
the Faun which I lately described. The 
most interesting place in the house is 
an inner court or room, on one side of 
which is the niche, with tiny marble 
steps often to be seen in Pompeian 
'houses. The frescoes on the walls are 
very beautiful. 
Close to the floor runs 


a wreath of loaves about a quarter of a 
yard wide, with alternately a lizard and 
a stork. Above it, about a yard distant, 
droop, as if from over a wall, large 
branches of ivy and broad leaves like 
those of the tiger-tail—all very freelv, 
naturally and gracefully drawn. 
At 


each corner of the room a bird cliuo-s 
to one of these brandies. Thencomes'a 
space — bordered at the top by an- 
other row of leaves—in which is repre- 
sented a whole aquarium, as if tlio 
room was lined with tanks. There are 
different sorts of shells and 
aquatic 


plants lying at the bottom of the water, 
and swimming in or on it all kinds of fish, 
jelly fish, sepias, ducks and swans, ad- 
mirably sketched with a light yet firm 
touch. 
The ripples made by the swim- 


ming ducks arc indicated and one duck 
is just flying into the water with a splash. 
On each side of the niche this amusiaz 
aquarium is enlivened by a special inci- 
dent. To the left a largo, octopus has 
caught a monstrous mur;*na (lamprey) 
which turns round to bite—in its tenta- 
cles; to. the right a fine lobster has 
pierced another mura;na through and 
through with its long, hard feelers, or 
horns. 
These creatures are painted in 


the natural colors very truthfully. 
On 


the left wall of the room, above the two 
fishes are two sphinxes, supporting on 
their heads square marble vases, on the 
brim of each of which sits a dove. 
Be- 


hind the niche, and on the left side of 
the room, runs a little gallery with a 
corridor underneath, lighted by small 
square holes in the border of hano-ino- 
branches. 
The wall of this gallery be° 


hind the niche is decorated with a wood- 
land landscape, in which, on one side, 
is represented a bull running frantically 
away with a hen clinging to its haunch- 
es; on the other, a horse lyino- struo-- 


ling on its back, attacked by a leoparS; 


all nearly the size of life. 
On each side 


of the doorway is painted, respectively, 
x graceful doe and a bear. The other 
rooms are also very beautiful; one with 
a splendidly elegant design on a black 
^lound; in another a small fresco rep- 
resenting a man pouring wine out of an 
amphora into a large vessel. The bath 
'ioHmScal'eIar£ru !Uld olcsrant, the cold 
jath spacious aim ol marble.. In on« 
room a corner is dedicated to the larv> 
ind pennies, and in the fresco decora- 
tion, among tlie usual serpents, etc I 
noticed the singular figure of a Bacchus 
or baechante, entirely clothed with laro-e 
grapes.. In one of the mosaic pavements 
s a head of Medusa, the colors very 
>right a-nd well preserved. As some of 
-he rooms are only excavated to within ' 
,wo or three feet of tlio floor, it is possi- 
)le that many valuable ornaments or 
statuettes may yet be found, as every, 
thing indicates that this splendid house 
belonged to some rich citizen.

Did you ever see a batteiy lake posi- 


tion? 


It hasn't the ihrill of a cavalry charge 


nor the grimness of a line of bayonets 
moving slowly and determinedly on. 
but there is a peculiar excitement about 
it that makes old veterans rise in the 
saddle and cheer. 


We have been fighting at the edge of 


the woods. 
Every cartridge box has 


been emptied once and more, and a 
fourth of the brigade has melted away 
in dead and wounded and missing. Not 
a cheer is heard in the whole brigade. 
.We know that we arc being driven foot 
by foot and that when we break back

Here comes help! 
Down the crowded highway givlops 


a battery, withdrawn from some other 
position to save ours. 
The iield fence . 


is scattered while you could count thir- 
ty and the guns rush for the hill behind 
us. 
Six horses to 
a piece—three 


riders to each gun. 
Over dry ditches 


where a farmer would not drive a 
wagon, through clumps of bushes, over 
logs a foot tnick, every horse on the 
gallop, every rider lashing his team and 
yelling—the sight behind us makes us 
forget the foe in front. The guns jump 
two feet high as the heavy wheels strike 
a rock or log, but not a horse slackens 
ais pace, not a cannoneer loses his seat. 
Six guns, six caissons, sixty horses, 
eighty men race for the brow of the hill 
as if he who reached it first was to be 
knighted. 


A moment ago the batteiy was a con- 


fused mob. 
We look again, and the six 


guns are In position, the detached horses 
hurrying away, the . ammunition-chests 
open, and along our line runs the com- 
mand: " Give them one more volley 
and fall back to support the guns!'1 
We have scarcely obeyed when boom! 
boom! boom! opens the battery, and 
jets of fire jump down and scorch the 
green trees under which we fought and 
despaired. 


The shattered old brigade has a 


chance to breathe for the Jirst time in 
three hours as we form a line of battle 
behind the guns and lie down. 
What 


grim, cool fellows those cannoneers are! 
Kvei'j man is a perfect machine. 
Bul- 


lets plash dust into their faces, but they 
do not wince. 
Bullets sing over aud 
around them, but they do riot dodge. 
There goes ope to the earth, shot 
through the head as he sponged his

un. 
The machinery loses just one 


eat—misses just one cog in the wheel, 


and then works away again as before. 


Every gun is vising short-fuse shell. 


The ground shakes and trembles—the 
roar shuts out all sounds from a battle- 
line three miles long and the shells go 
shrieking into the swamp to cut trees 
short off—to mow great gaps in tho 
lushes—to hunt out and shatter and 
mangle men until their corpses cannot 
bo recognized as human. 
You would 


think a tornado was howling through 
the forest, followed by billows of lira,. 
and yet men live through it—aye! press 
forward to capture the battery!
